1. The proposal of the Section 


Convention that San Francisco 
strive for a dues paying member- 
ship of 750 by May has been ac- 
cepted by the Section Committee. 
In February, dues payments av- 
eraged only 428 The dues pay- 
ments for the first two weeks in 
March have gone up to 552. Every 
unit must have 100 per cent dues 
paying membership if we are to 
achieve this control task. 

The sub-section membership 
committees must meet regularly, 
and the full sub-section member- 
ship must co-operate by bringing 
every contact before them. In this 
way, we will easily recruit 185 new 
members and draw back into the 
Party 65 old members. Each unit 


must make up a list of all con- 
tacts and all former members at 
once. Fractions within the unions 


and mass organizations must sys- 
tematize their work in recruiting. 
The Section Committee has pledg- 
ed itself to recruit 55 of the total 
new members.
